I think I expressed the entire truth a couple of weeks ago 
when I said that we must abandon the hope of an ideal 
candidate. I understand, and 1 think the general electorate 
must understand, that when one is chosen out of many we 
must quietly submit to the choice of one who is not just 
what we hoped for. The enormous majority which Mr. 
Hewland obtained amongst so many candidates I do not 
think is owing to politics, but rather to the revolt of the 
average elector from the degradation of an office which 
cettainly should be occupied by a man who has the ap- 
pearance and instincts of a gentleman. Last year we had 
a man in the office who did not fill this bill, and the people 
desired to see the matter remedied. A handsomer or more 
attractive gentleman personally could not have been elected 
to the office. The direction of the Council and the arrange- 
ment of affairs will fall to the cleverest man who presents 
himself in the Board of Control. We cannot have every- 
thing, and no matter what rumors may have contributed 
to Mr. Howland’s election, he himself, we thoroughly un- 
derstand, is above reproach. He is not the sort of man 
to start those rumors, and though he may be the bene- 
ficiary of many extraordinary statements, we all have reason 
to hope that he will not repay the satellites who contributed 
to his great majority, by the bestowal of our goods or 
public offices upon those who for their own interests made 
him the conspicuous figure that he now is. 

A year ago a Mayor was elected who fell far short of 
anything that the taxpayers of this city desired. My bitter 
comment has been an expensive matter, yet it was one 
that was warranted by the circumstances. This paper and 
its slight influence will be given, I hope gracefully, to Mr. 
Howland and his administration. We are not forced to 
safeguard ourselves by stating that either the man or his 
public life has been distinctly selfish and unscrupulous, for 
Mr. Howland’s career has been distinctly academic and 
faultless. Mr. Howland is perhaps a poor selection from 
the whole citizenship of Torontc, but he is at least a gentle- 
mar in the ordinary acceptation of the term. Perhaps too 
much has been expected of a Mayor; so much has been 
needed that we have asked probably more than we could 
hope to receive. The City Council has been improved, 
and we have as a figurehead something as pretty as we 
could cut out of a picture-book. We will look to the Coun- 
cil now for whatever good is liable to be our portion, and 
the will receive the kindly treatment that any 
gentleman would always receive if he gave the press a 
chance to treat him simply as a man who is doing and 
looking his best on our behalf. I would suggest that Mr. 
Howland should not be too anxious to excel on lines out- 
side of this somewhat limited programme.

God is just, and it has been demonstrated 
that the people are not only cognizant of the general prin- 
ciples on which man was made, but have come to look 
upon the whole subject with a more forgiving heart than 
was exemplified a few years ago. There is no doubt that 
the teetotaler is always a stronger candidate than the one 
whe lets his head be carried away by something which he 
takes in his mouth, but it is quite evident that the tee- 
totaler cannot carry the ordinary constituency because his 
few brains are never apt to be fuddled by the taking of a 
drink. Teetotalism, and all that the idea conveys, is not 
alone sufficient to make a man good or valuable to those 
who elect him to office. Like the telling of truth and the 
paying of one’s debts, and the kindness which prompts the 
heart to do more good than evil to one’s neighbors, it 
is a very material advantage in a candidate, but it is not 
all of it. 

The present incumbent of the office drops out of the 
important position in which he should never have been 
placed, with a vote which shows that in Toronto there is 
a large section of people who believe that a Mayor should 
have a second term. With whatever honors he possesses 
or has acquired, he disappears from the public view unwept 
and unsung.

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HE story of the wreck of the steam- 
barge “ Africa” and tow-barge ‘“ Sev- 
ern,’ which was published in “ Satur- 


day Night” last week, completes the 
list of all the important marine disasters 
which have occurred on Georgian, Bay 
since the time of the wreck of 
the ‘Mary Ward” in 1872. 


There have been other wrecks 
- of a minor kind, as well as boat- 
ing accidents, loss of steamers by fire, etc., 


but none of these possess the tragic interest 
of the “Tales of the Georgian Bay” which 
have been published in these columns during 
the last three months. But while all the great 
wrecks have been told in this series of tales, 
and some other incidents of historical interest 
have been portrayed, it does not follow that 
there are no other tales of Georgian Bay to be told. In- 
teresting stories of hunting, fishing, yachting, canoeing, 
and camping adventures, to say nothing of Indian wars and 
legends, remain for the pen of any one seeking for topics 
of thrilling interest. 

All the tales which have been published in the series 
which is this week brought to a close have the merit otf 
being truthful, unvarnished sketches of actual events. 
There has been no attempt at exaggeration, and no undue 
coloring has been laid on to make them more readable. 
“Saturday Night” may very naturally 
have formed the opinion that Georgian Bay must be an 
unusually dangerous sheet of water, if one is allowed to 
judge by the large number of serious wrecks which have 
happened within such a comparatively short space of years. 
And yet, if the history of other bodies of water in the chain 
of Great Lakes were written, it would be found that Geor- 
gian Bay is not alone in its list of great wrecks. But there 
is a for all the happenings in this world, and too 
often it is the carelessness of some, or the greed of others, 
that has led to the terrible casualties which so often startle 
the public. In most cases the wrecks of vessels, are not 
due so much to stress of weather as to other causes. So 
it was, largely, with regard to the remarkable series of 
wrecks on Georgian Bay which startled the world between 
the 22nd of November, 1879, and the year 1883. 

In seeking to point out some of the causes of the fre- 
quent Georgian Bay, I have no intention of 
charging any one with criminal negligence. The fact re- 
mains, however, that had greater care been exercised, most 
of the great disasters would never have occurred. Govern- 
ment inspection, at the time, had something to do with the 
calamities, for had a more rigid system prevailed, some of 
the vessels lost would have been condemned and laid up 
on the shores of the Bay to rot, rather than have been 
allowed to run after their usefulness and seaworthiness had 
gone.

Rank— Marriages Not Sanctioned

ountry. People who are aware that 
the Duke of Cambridge, a grandson of 
ixing George III., is a prince of the 
Llood are unable to understand why 
his eldest son, Admiral Fitzgeorge. 
should not share his father’s royal 
rank, the more so as it is well known 
that English law makes no provision 
for morganatic marriage. 

Admiral Fitzgeorge and his brothers 
and sisters are the issue of a marriage 
contracted by the Duke of Cambridge 
which, while valid in the eyes of the 
church, is to such an extent illegal that 
were the old Duke to die intestate his 
children would have no claim on his 
fortune, which would pass to his sur- 
viving sister, the Grand Duchess of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, and to the chil- 
dren of his other sister, the late Duch- 
ess of Teck. This condition of affairs 
is due to the fact that the marriage of 
the Duke of Cambridge, while in gar- 
rison at Dublin away back in the for- 
ties, with a young actress of the name 
of Fairbrother failed to receive the 
sanction of the Crown, without which 
no union contracted by any member of 
the reigning house of England is regard- 
ed as llega). Until the end of the last 
century princes and princesses of the 
royal family were at liberty to marry 
whom they pleased. It may be re- 
membered that when Sir Edward Wal- 
pole’s illegitimate daughter Maria mar- 
ried King George II.’s son, William, 
Duke of Gloucester, not only was there 
no objection offered to the match, but 
she was considered as invested through 
the union with the same royal status 
as her husband, her three children 
ranking as princes and princesses of 
the blood. When a few years later the 
Duke of Gloucester’s brother, Henry, 
Duke of Cumberland, led to the altar 
a widow of the name of Horton the 
English Government came to the con- 
clusion, in view of the fact that these 
princes were in the line of succession 
to the throne, that some means should 
be adopted to prevent their conferring 
their royal status upon any woman who 
happened to strike their fancy. There- 
fore, What is known as the Royal Mar- 
riage Act was passed, according to the 
terms of which all marriages contract- 
ed by members of the royal family 
without the previous consent of the 
sovereign in Council are illegal. 

The necessity for this act became ap- 
parent in the early part of the present 
reign, when the Queen was subjected 
to no end of annoyance by the preten- 
sions of Augustus Frederick Este 
to be considered heir apparent 
the throne because of his being the son 
of Her Majesty’s uncle, the royal Duke 

Sussex, by his marriage with Lady 
Augusta Murray, daughter of the Earl 
Dunmore. Had it not been for the 
act his claims would have been justi- 
fied.

The position of the children of Grand 
Duke Michael Michaelovitch by his 
wife, Countess Torby, is identically the 
same, from a Russian legal point of 
view. For the Grand Duke married 
Countess Sophie Merenberg without the 
sanction of the late Czar, and the un- 
ion is consequently regarded as invalid 
in Russia, although it was solemnized 
according to orthodox rites and blessed 
by the Greek Church. Two years ago, 
when Queen Victoria, under the im- 
pression that the marriage was looked 
upon as a morganatic alliance by the 
Court of Russia, invited the Grand 
Duke and Countess Torby to dine with 
her at Balmoral, she at once received 
remonstrances from the present Czar 
and from his mother, the widowed 
Czarina, calling her attention to the 
fact that they did not look upon the 
Grand Duke and the Countess as being 
married to each other. Since then 
neither the Grand Duke nor the Coun- 
tess has taken part in any court cere- 
mony in England. 

The case of the children of Alexander 
II. by Princess Catherine Dolgorouka 
is even more awkward. True, their 
mother was united to their father by 
a full fledged morganatic marriage 
But the latter, unfortunately, was sol- 
emnized several years after their birth 


Victor Emmanuel left a son and a 
daughter by his unton with Rosina 
Vercellana, whom he created Countess 


of Mirafiore. His daughter, Victoria by 
name, is the wife of Marquis Spinola 
Grimaldi. The son, Emmanuel, died a 
few years ago, leaving two boys, Vi 
tor and Gaston, each of whom bears 
the title of Count Mirafiore and an 
officer of the Italian army.
